CROP  CONDITIONS  IN  CANADA 

The  crop  season  is  generally  "backward  in  "both  the  Maritime  and 
western  provinces  of  Canada  as  lack  of  soil  moisture  has  limited  both  the 
stand  and  the  growth  of  the  crops,  according  to  a  telegram  to  the  Foreign 
Service  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  the  Dominion  Bureau 
of  Statistics  at  Ottawa.     In  Que  "bee  and  Ontario,  prospects  for  field, 
fodder  and  garden  crops  are  good  to  excellent  "but  the  condition  of  the 
fruit  crop  is  not  so  promising.     Co  niitions  in  the  western  provinces  have 
improved  slightly  during  the  past  week  hut  the  rainfall  was  heaviest  in 
Manitoba  and  the  park  "belt  and  lightest  in  central  Saskatchewan  and  south- 
ern Alberta  whese  wheat  production  is  most  important.    Cutworm  and  wind 
damage  have  been  the  worst  in  some  years.     In  British  Columbia  conditions 
are  backward  "but  promising. 

FOREIGN  PORK  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

Price  declines  were  evident  in  some  leading  lines  in  the  British 
cured  pork  market  during  the  week  ended  July  2,  according  to  cabled  ad- 
vices from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley  at  London.    Averages  of  Liver- 
pool quotations  for  the  week  showed  Danish  Wiltshires  easier  at  $21.94  per 
100  pounds,  with  American  green  bellies  also  slightly  easier.  American 
hams,  however,  moved  upward  sharply,  with  lard  also  at  higher  levels,  "but 
continuing  well  below  last  year.     In  Germany ,  hog  prices  advanced  during 
the  week,  heavy  hogs  at  Berlin  averaging  $13-51  against  $17.94  a  year  ago. 
Lard  prices' at  Hamburg  also  showed  a  tendency  to  rise.     See  table,  page  31. 

EUROPEAN  HJTTER  PRICES  SLIGHTLY  HIGHER

BREAD  GRAINS 


Wheat  Production  in  1930 

The  1930  wheat  crop  in  10  countries  reported  to  date  is  forecast 
at  1,570., 350, 000  bushels  against  1,557,208,000  bushels  in  1929.  The 
Hungarian  crop  is  forecast  at  81,129,000  bushels  against  74,985,000 
bushels  in  1929.    Reports  have  now  been  received  from  five  European 
countries,  Belgium,  Spain,-;  Italy,  Hungary  and  Rumania,,  which  total 
601,285,000  bushels,  a  decrease  of  3,043,000  bushels,  or  0.5  per  cent 
from  1929.     Italy,  however,  is  the  only  country  to  date  which  has  re- 
ported a  decreo.se,  but  a  smaller  crop  is  indicated  in  Prance  and  Yugo- 
slavia.    See  table,  page  24. 

Wheat  acreage  for  19.30. 


The  1930  wheat  acreage  as  reported  by  21  countries  is  estimated 
at  139,004,000  acres,  a  decrease  of  1.5  per  cent  from  the  141,062,000 
acres  reported  by  these  countries  in  1929  '-hen  they  represented  58  per 
cent  of  the  estimated  world  wheat  acreage  exclusive  of  Russia  and  China. 
The  1930-31  acreage  in  Chile  is  estimated  at  1,346,000  acres  against 
1,758,000  acres  in  the  past  ybar .     This  is  the  first  estimate  received 
from  the  Southern  Hemisphere.     The.  first  estimate  of  the  1930  wheat  acre- 
age in  Canada  will  be  issued  July  10  by  the  Dominion  Bureau  of  Statistics. 
Spring  crop  sowings  in  the  U.  S.  S.  R.  reached  212,506,000  acres  by  June 
20  ,  according  to  cabled  advices  from  American  Agricultural  Commissioner 
Steere  at  Berlin.      Of  that  figure,  59,304,000  acres  were  sown  to  wheat 
and  61,775,000  acres  were  under  barley  and  oats.     See  table,  page  24.

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Other  Europe 

There  were  rains  over  practically  the  whole  of  western  and  central 
Europe  during  the  first  part  of  the  week  ended  July  3,  Mr-  Steere  reports. 
In  Italy  and  southeastern  Europe,  however  ,  the  fall  was  very  light.  The 
second  half  of  the  week  was  generally  dry  and  hot,  hut  toward  the  end  of 
the  week  there  were  thunderstorms  with  heavy  precipitation  in  western 
Europe  including  Netherlands,  Belgium  and  western  Germany.    Wheat  prospects" 
appear  favorable  in  most  sections,  hut  lack  of  moisture  is  expected  to  re- 
duce yields  on  the  light  soils  of  eastern  Germany,  especially  East  Prussia. 
There  has  been  some  drought  damage  in  Poland  and  the  Baltic  States. 

In  the  lower  and  upper  Danube  areas,  however  ,  wheat  is  expected  to 
make  a  generally  good  crop,  with  the  harvest  of  winter  cereals  in  full 
swing  in  the  southern -sections .    There  are  considerable  fears,  :however , 
that  corn  and  other  late  crops  will  suffer  from  drought.    Official  esti- 
mates place  the  Hungarian  wheat  and  rye  crops  at  81, 129 , 000  bushels  and 
29,880,000  bushels  respectively.     Supplementary  reports  state  that  drought 
has  reduced  wheat  yields  by  about  15  per  cent.    Mr.  Steere  feels  that  that 
figure  is  exaggerated,  and  states  his  confidence  in  some  figure  near  that  !~ 
of  the  official  estimate.    Recent  reports  confirm  the  statements  of  small 
wheat  crops  in  France  and  Italy.    The  wheat  expert  Sicot  places  the  French 
wheat  crop  at  257,000,000  bushels,'  although  seme  ether  estimates  are  higher. 
Crop  prospects  are  still  fairly  go'od  in  the  important  northern  grain  section 
of  France,  so  some  improvement  in  the  total  crop  is  still  possible.  Wheat 
prospects  in  Spain  are  reported  as  satisfactory. 

North  Africa 

Wheat  returns  for  Morocco  indicate  a  small  export  surplus  and  below 
that  of  last  year,  according  to  Mr.  Steere.     In  Algiers  and  Oran,  however, 
the  crop  appears  to  be  considerably  larger  than  last  year.     In  Constantine, 
the  most  important  section  producing  durum  wheat,  the  crop  appears  to  be 
under  that  of  last  year. 

Argentina 

The  weather  continued  warm  in  the  northern  wheat  district  of  Argen- 
tina during  the  week  ended  June  30,  according  to  reports  received  by  the 
United  States  Weather  Bureau-    The  mean  temperature  for  the  week  was  57^, 
or  7'-'  above  normal,  while  in  the  southern  district  the  mean  temperature  was 
exactly  normal.    No  rain  was  reported  by  either  district. 
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Movement  to  market 

United  Sta,tes 

The  exports  of  wheat  including  flour  from  the  United  States  from 
July  1,  1929  to  June  28,  1930  were  149,819,000  bushels  against  162,448,000 
"bushels  during  the  same  period  in  1928-29.    Exports  were  2,824,000  bushels 
during  the  week  ended  June  28  against -2,305,000  bushels  the  previous  week 
and  2,197,000  bushels  during  the  week  ended  June  29,  1929. 

Canada 

Stocks  of  wheat  in  store  in  the  Western  G-rain  Inspection  Division 
of  Canada  were  93,691,000  bushels  on  June  27  as  compared  with  98,471,000 
bushels  on  June  20  and  74,364,000  bushels  on  June  28,  1929.  Receipts  of 
wheat  at  Port  William  and  Port  Arthur  during  the  week  ended  June  27  wore 
7,491,000  bushels  and  shipments  were  6,569,000  bushels.  Receipts  at  Van- 
couver were  398,000  bushels  and  shipments- were  959,000  bushels. 

European  market  conditions 

The  European  grain  markets  were  slightly  more  active  during  the 
week  ended  July  3,  Mr.  Steere  states.    At  Berlin,  however,  prices  were 
easier,  domestic  wheat  selling  at  $1.86  per  bushel  on  July  2  against  $1.90 
a  week  earlier.     The  price  of  domestic  rye  was  $1.0.6  on  both  dates.  The 
use  of  import  certificates  in  Germany  on  P.A. S.  grain  imports  became 
effective  July  5.    Rumania  has  reduced  the  rcite  of  export  tax  on  grain 
shipments. 

United  States  wheat  prices 

Prices  of  wheat  futures  closed  slightly  lower  July  3  than  the  week 
previous.    During  the  week,  however,  prices  were  so  erratic  that  no  marked 
trends  were  observable  and  prices  did  not  fall  to  as  low  levels  as  they 
reached  on  June  25.    On  July  3,  September  futures  at  Chicago  closed  at 
about  94  cents  per  bushel  compared  with  35  cents  the  week  before.    At  Win- 
nipeg prices  were  similarly  about  one  cent  per  bushel  lower  on  July  3  than  . 
on  June  26.    At  Liverpool  the  closing  of  October  futures  on  July  3  was 
about  one  cent  per  bushel  higher  than  a  week  before,  being  105  cents  per 
bushel,  compared  with  104  cents  on  June  25,     Cash  prices  in  the  United. 
States  markets  for  the  week  ended  June  27  averaged  about  5  cents  per  bushel 
lower  than  during  the  previous  week,  the  weighted  average  price  of  all 
classes  and  grades  at  six  markets  being  87  cents  per  bushel.     The  greatest 
declines  were  in  winter  wheats.     Compared  with  a  week  ago,  cash  wheat  prices 
averaged  23  cents  lower.

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Rye  area  and  production,  1930 

The  1930  rye  acreage  as  reported  by  11  European  countries  remains 
unchanged  at  25,082,000  acres,  an  increase  of  1.3  per  cent  over  the 
24,748,000  acres  in  the  same  countries  in  1929.     See  table,  page  25. 
Forecasts  of  the  1930  rye  production  in  four  European  countries  total 
90,860,000  "bushels  against  89,555,000  bushels  in  1929.    The  estimates  by 
countries  with  the  1929  estimate  in  parenthesis  are  as  follows:  Belgium 
21,534,000  bushels  (22,162,000),  Hungary  29,880,000  ( 3 ls 423,000),  Rumania 
17,794,000  (13,084,000),  and  Spain  21,652,000  (22,896,000).    These  coun- 
tries, however,  produced  less  than  10  per  cent  of  the  1929  estimated 
European  rye  production  exclusive  of  Russia.    Germany  and  Poland,  the  two 
most  important  European  rye  producing  countries  aside  from  Russia,  re- 
ported above  average  conditions  at  the  beginning  of  June  but  the  weather 
in  these  countries  has  been  hot  and  dry  during  the  past  month. 

PEED  GRAINS 

The  1930  acreage  sown  to  feed  grains  in  the  European  countries  so 
far  reported  is  slightly  lower  than  last  year.  Eight  European  countries 
report  an  increase  of  0.6  per  cent  in  the  acreage  sown  to  barley,  while 
6  countries  report  a  decrease  of  1.3  per  cent  in  the  oats  acreage  and  2 
countries  report  an  11.5  per  cent  decrease  in  the  corn  acreage.  Summary 
tables  of  the  1929  feed  grain  production  and  the  1930  feed  grain  acreage 
are  given  on  pages  27  and  26  respectively. 

Peed  grain  prices  at  the  principal  markets  averaged  slightly  lower 
during  the  week  ended  June  27  with. the  exception  of  the  cash  price  of 
No.  3  yellow  corn  at  Chicago,  which  averaged  77  cents  during  the  week, 
one  cent  higher  than  the  previous  week  but  16  cents  below  the  correspond- 
ing week  in  1929.    July  futures  at  Chicago  declined  one  cent  to  75  cents 
per  bushel,  the  lowest  point  of  the  season.    Declines  were  also  recorded 
in  the  Buenos  Aires  market.    June  and  July  futures  averaging  53  cents  per 
bushel  against  55  and  54  cents,  respectively,  the  previous  week,  and  30 
cents  lower  than  a  year  ago.    Exports  of  corn  from  the  United  States  dur- 
ing the  week  ended  June  20  were  small,  amounting  to  only  49,000  bushels. 
Reported  shipments  from  Argentina  were  2,146,000  bushels,  which  were  also 
lower  than  the  previous  week.    Weather  conditions  in  the  latter  country 
during  the  past  three  weeks  have  been  more  favorable  for  shipping  corn. 

The  price  of  No.  2  barley  at  Minneapolis  averaged  45  cents  per 
bushel,  3  cents  lower  than  the  previous  week.    No.  3  white  oats  at  Chicago 
averaged  36  cents,  the  same  as  the  previous  week.    Prices  and  exports  of 
the  feed  grains  are  given  in  the  tables  on  pages  29  and  28,  respectively. 
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TOBACCO 

The  area  sown  to  tobacco  of  the  Oriental  cigarette  types  in  U.  S. 
S.  R.  constituted  by  June  10,  75,000  acres,  or  about  47  per  cent  of  the 
"plan",  according  to  "Economic  Life"  of  June  15,  1930.    The  sowing  "plan" 
for  this  year  calls  for  a  considerably  larger  acreage  than  the  average 
planted  during  the  last  few  years  (about  100,000  acres).    The  slow  prog- 
ress of  sowings  in  the  principal  producing  regions  (North  Caucasus),  is 
attributed  to  the  unsatisfactory  attitude  of  the  authorities  toward  the 
individual  peasant  growers,  who  were  not  alloted  land  or  plants,  accord- 
ing to  "Economic  Life"  of  June  13.    The  Soviet  Government  is  making  an 
effort  to  remedy  the  situation.' 


SUGAR 

Grinding  of  the  1929-30  Cuban  sugar  crop  was  completed  the  last 
week  of  June  with  a  total  output  of  5,232,353  short  tons,  according  to  a 
trade  report.    This  is  a  decrease  of  about  10  per  cent  from  the  record 
crop  of  5,775,179  short  tons  produced  in  1928-29,  but  is  about  16  per  cent 
above  that  of  the  previous  season.    Early  estimates  for  the  season  just 
completed  ranged  from  4,965,000  to  5,488,000  short  tons. 

Up  to  June  28,  total  exports  from  the  current  Cuban  crop  reached 
1,340,121  short  tons  as  compared  with  3,093,761  short  tons  exported  to 
the  same  date  in  1929.    Of  this  year's  exports,  871,043  short  tons,  or  65 
per  cent,  were  shipped  to  the  United  States,  423,586  short  tons  or  31.6 
per  cent  to  Europe,  and  the  balance  to  other  destinations,  as  compared 
with  2,435,198  short  tons  or  78.7  per  cent  shipped  to  the  United  States 
and  560,083  or  18.1  per  cent  to  Europe  during  the  same  period  in  1929. 

The  Santa  Clara  Sugar  Association  at  a  meeting  on  June  25  agreed 
to  name  a  commission  to  maintain  close  contact  with  foreign  buyers,  prin- 
cipally Russia,  and  to  request  all  planters  to  deliver  10  per  cent  of 
their  1929-30  sugar  crop  in  order  to  establish  a  pool  to  unload  sugar 
outside  the  United  States.    Refiners  owning  sugar  mills  in  Cuba  and 
planters  who  are  not  members  of  the  Association  have  been  asked  to  co- 
operate in  the  pool.    The  Cuban  National  Association  of  Sugar  Planters 
has  approved  the  action  of  the  Santa  Clara  Association. 
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OILS  AND  OILSEEDS 

Flaxseed  situation  in  May,  1930 

The  average  price  of  flaxseed  for  May  was  below  the  average  for 
April  in  the  three  markets,  Winnipeg,  Minneapolis  and  Buenos  Aires,  but  was 
considerably  above  the  average  for  May  in  1929  in  all  of  these  markets. 
The  margin  of  the  Minneapolis  price  over  the  Buenos  Aires  price  averaged 
much  lower  in  May  than  in  April  and  was  the  .same  as  the  average  for  May 
1929.    The  margin  of  the  Minneapolis  price  over  the  Winnipeg  price  was  the 
same  in  May  as  in  April  and  higher  than  in  May  1929. 

Production  of  flaxseed  in  eighteen  countries,  which  produce  practic- 
ally all  the  flaxseed  used  for  commercial  purposes,  shows  a  decrease  of 
about  25  per  cent  in  1929  as  compared  with  the  total  production  of  those 
countries  for  the  year  1923.    These  include  all  the  principal  flax  producing 
countries  of  the  world  with  the  exception  of  Russia,  which  has  not  entered 
the  international  market  for  some  time.    During  the  past  year  the  acreage 
devoted  to  flaxseed  in  24  of  the  leading  flax  producing  countries  was  5  per 
cent  less  than  in  1928.    Owing  to  the  relatively  high  prices  prevailing  for 
linseed  there  has  been  a  tendency  among  the  growers  in  Argentina  to  increase 
flaxseed  acreage  this  year.    See  "World  Flax  and  Flaxseed  Prospects",  F3V52,

LIVESTOCK.,    MEAT    AND  WOOL 


FOREIGN  WOOL  MARKET  CONDITIONS:    Foreign  wool  prices  have  continued 
the  upward  tendency  begun  last  month  and  the  latest  sales  in  both  London 
and  Australia  closed  with  good  competition  and  with  prices  in  most  cases  at 
the  best  levels  of  the  series.    Prices  of  tops  and  yarn  at  Bradford  have 
not  changed  materially  during  the  past  month.     'The  rise  in  foreign  prices 
and  declines  in  domestic  prices  have  brought  the  margin  between  the  two 
levels  below  the  tariff  differential.    This  fact  appears  to  have  been  the 
most  important  factor  causing  the  firmer  tendency  in  domestic  prices,  al- 
though reduced  stocks  in  the  hands  of  dealers  and  manufacturers  probably 
contributed  to  the  firmness. 

The  hoped-for  revival  of  trade  at  Bradford  has  not  taken  place.  Some 
fears  are  expressed  that  large  amountsof  wool,  believed  to  have  been  pur- 
chased by  speculators  recently,  may  be  thrown  in  the  market  soon  if  any  ma- 
terial strength  is  shown.     It  is  probable  that  consumer  buying  power,  which 
has  been  reduced  by  the  slump  in  business,  is  the  most  significant  factor 
which  has  prevented  a  trade  revival.    Continental  trade  and  activity  im- 
proved in  May  as  wool  prices  strengthened  and  sales  increased.     If  this  im- 
provement is  maintained  it  should  go  far  toward  assuring  stronger  world  wool 
prices.    See  "World  Wool  Prospects",  W00L-27,  June  30,"  1930. 
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AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  DECLINE  DURING  MAY 

Hie  month  of  May  was  mar  :ed  07  another  abrupt  decline  in  United 
States •agricultural  exports,    The  index  for  the  month  as  based  on  44  of  the 
principal  farm  products  ■•■amounted  to  only  56.    With  the  exception  of  August 
1914    that,  figure  was;  lower  than  any  month  during  the  period  July  1914- 
May  1930.     The  index  for  all  agricultural  products  except  cotton  amounted  to 
90,  a  new  low  level  for  the  month.  .  Notwithstanding  the  prevailing  low  prices, 
"both  European  .and  Oriental  demand  for  American  cotton  was  decidedly  weak:,  the 
export  index  "being  lower  than  any  month  since  July  1925.     Total  exports  of 
cotton  so  far  this  season,  August  1,  1929  -  May  31,  1930,  were  15  per  cent 
"below  those  for  the  same  period  a  year  ago.,.    The  heaviest  declines  were  in 
exports  to  the  United  Kingdom,  Germany,  Russia  and  Japan,  which  amounted  to 
31  per  cent,  8  per  cent,  61  per  cent,  and  21  -oev  cent,  respectively,  as  compared 
with  the  corresponding  10  months  of  last  season.    More  wheat  and  flour  was 
exported  than  during  each  of  the  three  preceding  months,   out  with  two 
exceptions  such  exports  were  lower  than  any  May  during  the  last  15  years. 
Exports  of  lard  varied  little  from  those  for  the  same  month  of  other  recent 
years,  "but  the  index  for  cured  pork  was  only  43,  a  new  low  level  for  the  month 
and  a  decline  of  29  points  below  the  previous  minimum  of  75  reached  in  May  1927 
and  1928.    Exports  of  fruits  were  less  than  in  any  corresponding  month  since  1926 
Exports  of  tobacco  showed  the  usual  seasonal  decline  and  were  also  less  than  any 
May  since  1926.

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FOREIGN  AGRICULTURAL  MARKET'  CONDITIONS 

Foreign  markets  for  American  agricultural  products  showed  no  signs 
of  recovery  during  June.     Information  received  in  tn6  Foreign  Agricultural 
Service  Division  from  American  Agricultural  Commissioner's,  the  Department 
of  Commerce  and  other  sources  indicates  that  European  industrial  activity 
either  failed  to  display  the  usual  spring  advance  or  where  additional  work 
developed  it  was  on  a  disappointing  scale.    Unemployment  figures  continue 
to  rise.    Events  in  the  Orient  have  reacted  unfavorably  upon  "both  the 
direct  trade  of  the  United  States  with  that  area  and  upon  European  indus- 
tries utilizing  American  agricultural  products,  notably  cotton.    The  con- 
tinued weakness  in  the  general  commodity  price  level  has  hampered  forward 
commitments,  and  there  appears  to  he  a  tenden<y  toward  additional  pro- 
tection for  European  agriculture  through  increased  import  duties.    So  far, 
most  European  industries  have  failed  to  respond  to  the  prevailing  low 
money  rates  to  any  appreciable  extent.    There  is  some  feeling,  however, 
that  the  credit  situation  has  "been  cleared  somewhat  "by  the  successful 
launching  on  June  10  of  the  German  Government  International  5j|  per  cent 
Loan  (the  reparations    "bond  issue) 

In  the  United  Kingdom,  the  leading  foreign  market  for  American  ag- 
ricultural products,  the  rate  of  unemployment    has  increased  steadily  in 
recent  weeks,  standing  at  1,770,000  as  of  May  26.    With  all  due  allowance 
for  shifts  in  methods  of  computation,  the  current  figures  are  larger, 
aside  from  the  general  strike  period  of  1926,  than  for  any  year  since  1921. 
Cotton  textiles  report  the  greatest  percentage  of  unemployed  workers.  In 
coal  and  steel,  also,  activity  is  at  a  low  level.    With  other  important 
industries  either  slowing  down  or  "barely  holding  their  own,  and  with  for- 
eign trade  at  levels  "below  normal,  some  British  observers  are  viewing  the 
situation  as  a  major  depression*    In  most  lines  of  raw  materials,  the  d  own- 
ward  movement  in  prices  has  had  the  effect  of  provoking  cautious  buying, 
whereas  finished  goods  have  been  bringing  smaller  returns.    Cheap  money 
continues  as  the  leading  favorable  factor  in  the  economic  situation,  but 
so  far  it  has  not  been  strong  enough  to  effect  any  material  improvement  in 
industry. 

On  the  Continent,  the  factors  contributing  to  industrial  depression 
were  in  greater  evidence  during  May  and  June,  according  to  Agricultural 
Commissioner  Steere.      High  unemployment  and  reduced  consumer  demand  are 
the  outstanding  characteristics  of  the  current  situation,  especially  in 
Central  Europe.    Indications  are  that  such  conditions  may  be  expected  to 
prevail  for  some  time  ahead.    The  slowing  down,  during  May  and  June,  has  been 
more  apparent  in  Germany,  Poland,  Czechoslovakia  and  Austria,  than  else- 
where, with  quieter  business  also  in  Belgium  and  Netherlands,  Conditions 
in  Italy  show  little  change  from  the  not  particularly  satisfactory  condi- 
tions of  recent  months.    French  industry  continues  occupied  at  levels  well 
above  those  mf  other  European  countries.    There  has  been  some  slackening, 
but  there  is  no  suggestion  that  a  really  unfavorable,  turn  has  appeared  in 
that  country.

The  prevalent  uncetttc-.inty  and  lack  of  confidence  in  the  future  have 
"been  reflected  in  continued  hesitant'  and  hand-to-mouth  buying" of  most 
American  agricultural  products.    It  is  felt  in  some  quarters,  however, 
that  commodity  markers  have  reflected  that  tone  for  so  long,  .and  prices  of 
many  products  are  so  low  that  any  sign  of  a  rising  market  should  stimulate 
fairly  active  buyingi     Money  market  rates  remain  very  easy,  and  discount 
rates  have  "been  scaled  down  further.    There  is  evidence  of  reviving  inter- 
est in  foreign  loans  which  should  "benefit  by  successful  absorption  of  the 
Reparations  loan,    Mr,  Steere  reports  that  there  are  signs  of  considerable 
volumes  of  foreign  capital  available  for  use  in  Germany  awaiting  the  de- 
velopment of  conditions  favocable  to  long  term  borrowing. 

Wheat  and  feed  grains 

By  June  26,  July  wheat  futures  at  Liverpool  were  down  to  $1.02  per 
bushel  against  $1.18  a  year  earlier.     Continental  interest  in  overseas 
wheat  in  recent  weeks  has  been  largely  under  the  influence  of  reports  on 
crop  prospects,  Mr,  Stoere  reports.    There  has  been,  however,  a  consider- 
able increase  in  buyirg based  upon  an  actual  reduction  of  supplies,  both 
domestic  and  riripoxted.     Cabled  advices  as  of  June  2S  from  Berlin  reported 
the  production  outlook  in  Italy  as  being  even  less  favorable  than  in  May 
as  a  result  of  bad  growing  weather,    Poland  also  reports  crop  deterioration 
due  to  heat  and  drought.     The  French  grain  trade  sees  only  a  medium  crop 
even  with  favorable  weather  from  now  till  harvest.    Yields  in  Morocco  are 
not  reaching  the  earlier  reduced  expectations.    In  the  Danubian 
countries,  however,  conditions  continue  very  good# 

Present  indications  are  that  the  new  European  wheat  crop  will  be 
slightly  smaller  than  a  year  ago.    The  unfavorable  conditions  in  Italy  dur- 
ing May  and  June  were  important  factors  in  a  rather  sharp  revival  in 
Italian  purchases,  both  for  early  and  future  delivery,  Mr,  Steer e  states, 
Belgian,  Netherlands  and  Scandinavian  demand  also  improved  to  some  extent. 
Purchases  and  takings  by  other  countries,  howgver,  have  been  relatively 
light.    Indications  of  favorable  crop  results  in  those  countries,  and  also 
overseas,  have  contributed  to  cautious  buying  as  world  prices  declined.  It 
is  also  obvious,  particularly  in  the  case  of  Germany,  that  higher  tariffs, 
and  other  official  measures  have  been  tending  to  curtail  import  buying  even 
though  available  stocks  appear  to  be  considerably  lower  than  usual    at  this 
time  of  year.    In  China  there  are  indications  of  native  wheat  supplies  be- 
ing equal  to  the  relatively  large  1922  figures.    In  anticipation  of  the 
larger  crops,  additional  mill  activity  is  planned,  though  market  conditions 
are  still  unfavorable  for  imported  wheat. 

In  feed  grains,  continental  European  markets  were  quiet  and  gener- 
ally weak  during    June.    Offers  of  barlsy  from  the  Danube  and  Russia  are 
abundant,  with  western  European  markets  having  difficulty  in  absorbing  them, 
although  prices  are  unusually  low»     The  increased  tariffs  on  feed  stuffs 
now  in  effect  in  Germany  further  aggravate  the  situation. 
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FOREIGN  AGRI CULTURAL  MARKET  CONDITIONS,  CONT'D 

Cotton 

The  foreign  demand  outlook  for  cotton  depends  to  a  large  extent 
upon  the  developments  in  industrial  and  trade  conditions  In  all  consuming 
areas  of  Europe  and  the  Orient.    At  present  those  conditions  are  generally 
unfavorable.    In  the  United 'Kingdom,  "the  already  highly  unfavorable  situ- 
ation has  been  intensified  by  disturbances  in  India  and  China.    On  the 
Continent,  conditions  showed  no  improvement  in  the  cotton  textile  industry 
during  May  and  June,  according  to  Mr.  Steere.    In  nearly  all  countries  the 
usual  spring  revival  in  demand  was  restricted.    In  Uentr-al  Europe  especi- 
ally, therefore,  the  mills  have  experienced  persistently  unsatisfactory 
occupation.    Prance  has  been  the  only  country  of  importance  to  maintain 
really  satisfactory  operations. 

With  the  raw  cotton  market  under  the  influence  of  weather  reports, 
and  fluctuating  accordingly,  but  showing  no  distinct  tendency,  the  &rade 
and  spinners  have  shown  only  occasional  buying  interest*    The  sharp  June 
fall  in  prices,  however,  causes  some  improvement.    In  the  Orient,  Japanese 
mills  are  contemplating  a  fur-ther  restriction  of  output  to  offset  the  de- 
crease in  cloth  exports  caused  by  the  high  Indian  tariff  and  the  low  value 
of  silver.    The  renewal  of  civil  Strife  in  China  has  slowed  up  the  market 
for  yarns.    Stocks  at  mills  are  large  and  yarn  prices  have  dropped,  but 
mills  were  maintaining  their  level  of  activity  up  to  mid-June. 

Hogs  and  pork  products 

In  the  British  cured  pork  market,  prices  during  June  were  slightly 
higher  than  in  May,  but  lower  than  in  April  for  mo&t  lines,  according  to 
cabled  advices  from  Agricultural  Commissioner  Foley  at  London.    Some  in- 
crease in  consumption  is  suggested  by  the  fact  that,  while  May  imports  were 
fairly  heavy,  the  June  1  stocks  were  lighter  than  for  the  2  perceding 
months  or  for  any  June  1  in  recent  years.     The  prevailing  price  level, 
however,  is  considerably  under  that  of  a  year  ago.    See  table,  page  JL  • 
On  the  Continent,  the  combined  hog  marketings  in  Germany,  Netherlands 
and  Denmark  increased  during  May  and  June  ovea?  recent  months  and  a  year 
ago,  with  a  further  decline  in  prices.    The  indications  are  for  continued 
increased  supplies  and  probably  lower  prices.    In  Germany,  however,  the 
lower  prices  have  developed  along  with  market  receipts  somewhat  smaller 
than  last  year. 

The  European  lard  market  remains  very  weak.    Prices  at  both  Liver- 
pool and  Hamburg  during  June  were  under  pre-war  levels,  and  below  any 
month  of  more  recent  years.    Liverpool  lard  stocks  as  of  June  1  were  un- 
seasonally  small  and  the  lightest  since  January  1,  1928.    The  May  lard 
imports  into  both  the  United  Kingdom  and  Germany  were  unusually  small  for 
that  month.    The  plentiful  supplied  of  edible  vegetable  oils  are  seen  as 
an  important  factor  contributing  to  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  the  lard 
market.

Eresh  and  dried  fruit 

In  general  the  outlook  for  American  apples  now  seems  more  promis- 
ing than  was  expected,  "but  it  is  still  too  early  for  definite  statements 
as  to  market  prospects.    Eresh  fruit  production  prospects  on  the  Contin- 
ent, especially  for  apples  and  pears,  now  appear  somewhat  less  favorable 
than  last  year,  Mr.  Steere  reports.    Pear  prospects  especially  are  gen- 
erally poor,    Apple  prospects  in  Netherlands,  Belgium,  Erance  and  Germany 
are  considerably  less  favorable  than  last  year,  when  the  crop  was  large, 
"but  central  and  southeastern  Europe  will  have  yields  larger  than  a  year 
ago.     Central  European  varieties,  however,  are  chiefly  marketed  in  the 
earlier  part4  of  the  season  and  are  of  relatively  inferior  quality.  Euro- 
pean prune  market  conditions  improved  during  May  and  June.     Confidence  in 
the  unusually  low  level  of  prices  finally  brought  about  a  revival  of  pur- 
chases at  Hamburg  that  (removed  distress  stocks  and  reduced  other  trade 
stocks  i<3  low  levels.    The  improved  stock   situation,  the  prospects  of  a 
small  surplus,  in  Yugoslavia,  and  the  current  low  price  level  seein  favor- 
able for  a  good  revival  of  European  demand  for  American  prunes  during  the 
coming  season.    During  the  summer  and  fall,  however,  demand  may  be  ad- 
versely affected  by  the  generally  depressed  state  of 'industry  and  the 
rather  good  supplies  of  cheap  fresh  fruit  in  Central  Europe.    &  larger 
than  usual  prune  crop  is  expected  in  Erance,  which  may  restrict  to  some 
extent  exports  of  American  prunes  to  that  country. 


MOHAIR  PRICES  LOWER  IN  SOUTH  AE&.OA 

Exports  of  mohair  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa  during' the  week 
ended  June  lk  amounted  to  Sl3  bales  compared  with  625  bales  exported 
during  the  previous  week.    All  of  the  mohair  was  destined  for  Great  Britain 
except  11  bales  which  went  to  the  Continent,  according  to  a  cable  received 
by  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  from  Hassell  H.  Dick,  United  States 
Consul  at  Port  Elizabeth,  South  Africa. 

There  are  no  orders  on  hand  for  mohair  and  prices  in  the  South 
African  market  are  lowing  a  definitely  lower  tendency.    The  only  trans- 
actions reported  during  the  week  were  100  bales  of  mixed  mohair  which  sold 
for  l6  to  IB  cents  for  Bradford  account,  and  a  few  sales  of  odd  lots.  Prices 
in  Bradford,  England  are  mostly  unchanged.     Cape  summer  kids  were  quoted  at 
52  cents  a  pound,  Cape  winter  kids  at  35  cents,  Cape  firsts  at  29  cents,  and 
Basutos  at  26  cents  per  pound,  but  there  prices  are  largely  nominal.  The 
consumption  of  mohair  by  American  mills  is  showing  a  tendency  to  increase, 
according  to  Russell  L.  Burrus  of  the  Boston  Wool  Office  of  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics.    Prices  of  domestic  mohair  at  Boston,  however,  re- 
main unchanged.     South  African  mohair  in  bond  at  Boston  is  quoted  at  5©  to 
55  cents  for  summer  kids,  29  centstffor  firsts,  and  26  cents  for  Basutos.
